paſt, as well as the notorious Influence usd

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tertain great Apprehenſions, that theſe Pro- 
ceedings may, in their Conſequences, tend 
to eſtabliſh in the Crown a Power above 
all Controul from the two other Parts of 
the Legiſlature, and induce the Parliament 
itſelf to ſupport thoſe Grievances, which, 
in the Plan of our excellent Conſtitution, 
it was deſign'd to redreſs, 

We therefore think that a proper Bill or 
Bills to ſecure Members of the Houſe of 
Commons, and thoſe who have a Right to 
ele& them from being under any undue In- 
fluence, is an Expedient abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary for ſecuring the whole; and we re- 
commend it to you, as far as you regard 
our Opinion and Favour, to employ the 
moſt effectual Methods the Conſtitution will 
admit of, that ſuch a Bill or Bills may paſs 
into Laws. | | 

It is with great Satisfaction that we have 
ſeen the Parliament act with ſo much Un- 
animity, Vigour and Zeal, in ſupporting the 
War: Four Millions granted to his Ma- 
jeſty for that Purpoſe this Year, a hundred 
thouſand Men by Sea and Land in the Pay 
of Great Britain, and tho Difhcultics un- 
der which our Trade has labour'd from the 
Means made Uſe of for manning the Fleet, 
are Burthens we chearfully bear for the 
Defence of our Rights, and the Honour 
and Dignity of his Majeſty's Crown: And 
as the Spirit of Parliament has been ſhewn

in an extraordinary manner, we have rea- 
ſon to expect that their Vigilance will no 
leſs appear in the ſtricteſt Enquiries how 
theſe Supplies and theſe Forces have been 
applied and manag' d; whether all the Sa- 
vings are made to the Publick that the real 
Exigencies of the War will allow? and 
whether there has been ſo timely-and pru- 
dent_an Exertion of the Strength we have 
given, as to procure to the Nation all the 
Advantages they had a Right to expect? 

We are ready to ſacrifice our Fortunes 
and Lives for his Majeſty's Service; but we 
cannot hope to ſee his Government proſ- 
perous, nor his wiſe Intentions properly an- 
iwerd, nor the Ends of the preſent happy 
Eſtabliſhment fully ſecur'd unto us, if all 
ſuch Influence be not remov'd, as may ever 
deſtroy the Independence of Parliament, 
without which the Balance of our Conſti- 
tution cannet ſubſiſt. . 

As you have coneurr'd in proper and ſa- 
lutary Methods for reſtraining ſuch Influ- 
ence, you deſerve the Truſt of your Con- 
ſtituents and the Thanks of your Country: 
But ſince the Bills of this Kind, which have 
been hitherto unſucceſsfully atterfipted, are 
only ſo many melancholly Proofs of the 
Neceſſity of them, we think it the more 
incumbent upon us to deolare our unanimous

H E Worthy Liverymen of this City, 
here aſſembled before you, have 
now ſet aſide, in all Probability, irrevoca- 
bly and perpetually ſet aſide, one Candi- 
date, from the Honourable and Powerful 
Office of Lord Mayor of this Great Me- 
tropolis. The Reaſons of this Proceed- 
ing, muſt, . to every impartial Citizen, ap- 
pear obvious and inconteſtable, being foun- 
ded on that juſt Indignation, which it be- 
comes every true Engliſhman, at this time, 
to entertain at the many Diſgraces, Bar-

T ſeems to be the general Opinion of 
the Nation, as well as it is our own, 


that the great Number of Placemen in 


Parliament, the long Continuance of Par- 
liaments, for the Space of Seven Years, 
and the frequent Uſe of Votes of Credit, 
are of very dangerous Confequences to 
our Conſtitution ; and therefore the Town- 
Council of this Burgh, having this Day 
met, think it their indiſpenſible Duty to 
inſtruc You, their Repreſentative, that 
You would uſe your utmoſt Endeavours 
to promote, or concur in promoting ef- 
fectual Laws for limiting the Number of 
Placemen in the Houſe of Commons, 
and for reducing the Time of fitting of 
Parliament to the ancient Form of One, 
or, at moſt, 'Three Y ears ; and that you 
will oppoſe all Votes of Credit, except 
on the moſt urgent Occaſions, and even 
then, unleſs theſe Votes be reſtricted in 
the moſt cautious Manner.
